Gallaudet College 

John Jameson Chickering 

Gallaudet College of the 80’s will 
recall “Jack Chickering, who, during 
that period was instructor of gym¬ 
nastics following the opening in 1882 of 
the present “gym” building. He was 
the only son of Professor John White 
Chickering of the College, graduating 
from Amherst in 1879. Old Gal- 
ed from Amherst in 1879. Old Gal¬ 
laudet men will regret to learn that he 
passed away Sunday, April 14th, at 
Pinehurst, N. C., where, with his 
family, he had for several years passed 
the Easter season.
